ESSEX AND PARLIAMENT DURING THE REFORMATION

James the 6th of Scotland was proclaimed King James the lst of 
England immediately after Elizabeth's death on 24th March, 
1603. His reign started in an atmosphere more favourable for 
recusants than they had experienced during the last seventy 
years. On July 17th the King openly announced that fines were 
to be remitted. This gave some encouragement to the Catholic 
laity, but alarmed at the increase of Catholic clergy (and 
anxious about his wife's conversion to Catholicism) James issued || 
a proclamation banning priests from England. This was on Feb— 
ruary 22nd 1604, and in the following November he approved the 
first of three Acts against recusants as followss— 


1604 1 James I c.4. 


An Act for the due execution of the Statutes 
against Jesuits, Seminary Priests and Recusants. 


Lands, leases and farms to be seized for the £20 
a month payment. £100 fine for sending a boy to 
a seminary. No girl under 21 to leave the 
country without permission. Schools to have 
licensed school masterss no Catholic education. 


Two years later, the provisions were extended. 
1606 3 James I c.4. 


An Act for better discovering and repressing of 
Popish Recusants. 


The £20 a month fine confirmed — it can be re— 
fused and land taken instead. Attending Church 
to include communicating at Easter. The “Oath of 
Allegiance" to be taken. Recusants to keep ten 
miles away from London and not to go more than 
five miles from home except with a license signed 
by four Justices. No Catholic to be a lawyer, 
doctor or apothecary. Neither can they hold 
naval or army commissions. Enactments against 
widows and any not married in Protestant churches. 
Anyone abroad cannot inherit property without 
taking the "Oath of Allegiance".

An Act to prevent and avoid dangers which may grow 
by Popish Recusants. 


This Act enlisted popular aid in finding recusants. 
It gave one third of the value of forfeited prop-— 
erty to anyone giving information leading to a 
conviction for hearing Mass. 


There is no further anti-recusant legislation until after the 
restoration of Charles II. The matter did not engage the atten- 
tion of the Cromwellian parliaments. That does not mean that 
the enactments already law were not enforced. 


1661 Ls Charities Ji St 2 c.ls 
The Corporation Act. 


This Act prevented anyone becoming a Mayor or a 
Magistrate without taking the oath or receiving 
Communione 


This was the first of a series of enactments aimed at keeping 
Catholics out of public life. The next was:- 


1672 25 Charles II c.2. 
The Test Act. 
Repealed 21 and 22 Vict. c.125. 


All office holders of the Crown to take the oath 
of allegiance and supremacy and to receive 
Communion. Refusal meant deprivation of office. 
Catholics were also banned from bringing a suit 
at law or of being guardians or executors. 
Provision was made for fines. The next Act 
explains its own provision.

An Act to exclude Catholics from Parliament and 
all other dissidents. 


Repealed 29 and 30 Vict. c.19,s.6. 


It must be understood that by the 1529 Emancipation Act, 
Catholics were again admitted to Parliament. The oath they 
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were obliged to take "disclaimed, disavowed, and solemly abjured 
any intention to subvert the present Church Establishment as 
settled by law and not to disturb the Protestant Government in 
the United Kingdom." In 1865 Mr. Monsell, a Catholic, introd- 
uced a Bill to amend this oath. The House of Lords threw it 
out. The-~following year Sir Charles Grey introduced a Bill to 
amend the form of oath for all members. It was successful, 

The Declaration of Indulgence, 1687 (James II) was followed 
in the first year of William and Mary with the Bill of Rights | 
and, in the same year (1689), by the Bill of Toleration, which 
did nothing to make the lot of the recusants any easier. |

An Act to oblige Papists to register their names 
and real estates. 


Repealed 30 and 31 Vict. c.59.3 11 & 12 Geo VI c.62. 


This Act of 1714-16 created the Papists Register, 
from which so much information concerning recusants 
has been gathered. It was amended in 1716, 1722, 
1723-4, 1732-3, 1753, 1757, 1759-60, 1761-2, 1766- 
7, 1782. The original Act of 1714-16 obliged 
"Papists to register their names and estates." 
These were registered with the Clerk of the Peace 
and should normally be found with Quarter Sessions 
records in a County Record Office. The succeeding 
amending Acts are mainly concerned with extending 
the time for registering their names and estates, 
except for 1723-4 (10 Geo. I c.4. Rep. 30 and 31 
Vict. c.59), which extended the provisions of the 
Act to registering deeds or wills. 


The last Act in this list marks the end of recusancy. This was 
the Roman Catholic Relief Act of 1790-91 (31 Geo. III c.32 Rep. 

9 and 10 Vict. c.593 34 and 35 Vict. c.48,s.1163 16 and 17 Geo. V 
c.553 11 and 12 Geo. VI c.69). 

I return to the Members of Parliament representing Essex from 
1529 to 1601 — the Parliaments that made the Reformation.

P.R.O. E.377/57sBSSEX RECUSANTS IN AN EXCHEQUER DOCUMENT 
1582-1642

Amongst the Recusant Rolls preserved: at the Public Record Office 
in London is our document, listed E.377/57. It was first 
brought to our attention in an article of Fr. Hugh Bowler OSB, ~ 
some notes on the Recusant Rolls in Recusant History 4(1958) 196, 
where it was described as "a reconstructed roll relating to 
Essex only". This document has since been further examined by 
Fr. Bowler and he now gives it as his opinion that it is not in 
fact a Recusant Roll at all, but should rather be described as 
a "Schedule of the Pipe Roll", It seems uncertain what purpose 
it served, but as a working hypothesis we are taking it to be a 
list of bad debts, which the Exchequer officials were writing 
off. More often than not the first entry of each year has the 
full indictment against the person (an example is given below) 
and the other names simply have "pro consimili" with the amount 
owed, so that in this respect the lists resemble the Estreats 
of Fines 1641/1642 examined in the first issue of the Essex 
Recusant: indeed the lists of E.377/57 for 1641/42 are almost 
identical with the Estreats of Fines. 


Some of the entries have the note against them, "Quietus est 
ibidem", often with a reference to one of the Recusant Rollss 
we have not yet been able to check these references, but it 
should be remembered that a "quietus" could be received not only 
for payment, but also because the man's lands had been seized 
and farmed, or because he had found some other legal loop-—hole, 
or even because he had conformed. 


The relationship of this document to the series of Recusant 
Rolls (1592-1691) is not clear. The Catholic Record Society 
has already published the first Roll (1592/3) in CRS 18(1916), 
and the introduction to that volume is an excellent introduction 
to the methods of the Exchequer. The CRS is soon to publish the 
next two Recusant Rolls in the series, edited by Fr. Hugh 
Bowler OSB,MA, and we may hope then to solve some of the 
mysteries: Fr. Bowler's article in Recusant History already 
quoted is a most important preliminary contribution on the sub-— 
ject. Meanwhile we note only that the names in P.R.0. 377/57 
for 34 Elizabeth (membrane 3) correspond only in part with the 
names in the Recusant Roll (p.122 of the CRS edition). 


This list should not be taken as an authoritative and 


ae 


definitive list of Catholics in Essex, for it is not certain 
that all the persons are Catholics, although we know from other 
lists and other sources that the majority, if not the great 
majority, are. Nor should it be taken as a definitive list of 
all recusants, for again other sources supplement these names. 
But it can be taken as a further proof that the Recusancy laws 
were not mere formalities, for here is evidence that the

1. St. Thomas More, the first recusant , 

Of all those who withstood Henry Tudor's attempt to establish 
himself as "in terra Supremum Caput Anglicane ecclesie", none 
is more renowned than the King's own childhood companion and 
life-long counsellor, Sir Thomas More. The cold-blooded thor— 
oughness of the King in removing the opposition appalled a cen— 
tury not noted for gentleness, and the steadfastness and 
nobility of More's character in the face of tyranny is still an 
inspiration even to those who do not know or do not understand 
what he died for. (1) 


More himself knew, perhaps more clearly than any of his con- 
temporaries, certainly more clearly than the King, what he was 
doing, and his last epigram, perhaps his most famous, made on 
the scaffold, sums up his position - "the King's good servant, 
but God's first", More died for the Papacy, hardly a death to 
inspire the hearts of Protestant Englishmen, but when in 1935 
his head was re~interred in the Roper vault at St. Dunstan's - 
outside—the-walls at Canterbury, the opening words of Magna 
Carta were inscribed on the memorial tablet — "Ecclesia Anglicana |} 
libera sit", in belated recognition of his sacrifice. iI 


More takes his place quite naturally at the head of all those 
who opposed the new order in religion introduced by the Tudors 
and he was deliberately and consciously chosen as an example 
by the Catholics, even before Henry VIII died. (2) It is 
equally natural that the Tudor politicians should have consider— 
ed the members of his family, even mere possession of his 
writings, as a danger to their new order. In the brief interval 
of Mary's reign the More family were restored to the estates 
which had been forfeit on the death of St. Thomas, (3) and no 
doubt had time allowed, they would have taken an active part in 
public life and in literature agains William Rastell managed 
to publish his complete works in 1557, but then darkness fell 
again. No less than four English and two Latin lives had been 
written before 1600, and three verse plays, two Latin and one 
English were in the early years of the next century, but who 
would publish such dangerous material in Elizabethan England?(4) 
It is only comparatively recently that the works of More and 
his biographies have appeared in critical editions, and we are 
pleased to learn that a definitive edition of his works, a 
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project to be completed in ten years, has been undertaken by 
Yale University. 


2e His children and grandchildren 


Perhaps the bright light that has been cast, especially in 
recent years, on the life and works of St. Thomas More, explains 
why his descendants have been left in an obscurity which they 
do not deserve. His grandson, Thomas More II, lived in Leyton, 
Essex from 1581, and his great-grandchildren continued to reside 
in Essex (in the house of William Byrd at Stondon Massie) until 
about 1640, and so the family becomes a legitimate object of 
study for the Essex Recusant Society. It is hoped to provide a 
series of articles on each of the members of the family. 


The importance of such a project will be realised, perhaps, 
after a study of the pedigree. This reveals that the Mores were 
linked by blood or marriage with the main recusant families of 
the periods it reveals the importance of the "More circle" in 
the world of letters, of printing and of the law.(5) As for 
steadfastness in adherence to the old faith, they had their 
failures, like John Donne and Thomas III, who became ministers 
of the Established church, but they also had their heroes - 
Giles Heron who was executed at Tyburn in 1540, Thomas Heywood 
who (is said) to have been executed for saying Mass in 1574, and 
Harry Donne who died in Newgate. John Heywood and William 
Rastell fled abroad and died in exiles Jasper and Ellis Heywood 
both became Jesuits and both had spells in prison before being 
exiled. Thomas II and idward More had spells in prison and so 
did Henry More SJ. (6) All of them, those who did not go to 
prison or into exile, had the continual goading of presentment 
to this Court or that, the constant pressure of fines, the 
ubiquitous disqualification from public office or temporal 
advancement, so that a study of the More family becomes also a 
study of the recusancy laws in action and of the persecution of 
English Catholics from 1559 to 1829. 


3. Thomas More II 


St. Thomas More married young Joan Colt of Nether Hall in the 
parish of Roydon in Essex, and had by her three daughters and 
one son, before she died in 1511. His second wife was a widow, 
Dame Alice Middleton, and he had no issue by her. The More 
name and estates therefore went to the youngest of St. Thomas! 
children, his only son John, who was born in 1510. John More

in the More household: Anne Cresacre, aged 19, was a wealthy 
heiress, possessor of the ancient Cresacre estates in Barnburgh, 
near Doncaster in Yorkshire. (7) 


The birth of Thomas More II is recorded in a Book of Hours 
that had belonged.to St. Thomas:— 


Thomas More was borne the vitae day of August in the 
xxiij,yere of our soverayne lorde the King Henry the 
viij the Date of our lorde MVCXXXJ, which day was 
saynte Seryans day on a tuesday at xii of the cloke 
that day being saynt Lawrens yvyns yvyn. Godfathers 
being Thoz More K. Chancellor of England, my lord 
Darcy, Margaret daughter of the said Sir Thomas. 
Thomas Hungerford at bysshop. (8) 


Presumably the boy was born in the More house at Chelsea, for 
in his will (9) he wrotes “Item I will that there be geven to 
the parson and to the churchwardens of the parishe Churche of 
Chelsithe neere the Cyttie or burroughe of West(minste)r in the 
countie of Midd(lesex) in which Chelsithe I was borne and 
christened for and towards the reparation of the Chancell of 
the same churche Twentye shillings". (10) 


He would therefore have grown up in the love and affection of 
his grandfather, who was also his godfathers did he remember 
anything of those troubled years? Did he understand what was 
happening when his aunt, Meg Roper, who was also his godmother, 
brought home from the Tower the last thing St. Thomas ever 
wrote? It was'a letter written in charcoal to Meg and was 
dated "Anno 1535, 5 Julii pridie Nativitatis eius", and in it 
he sent a blessing to young Thomas and to his young brother 
Austins— "Our Lord blesse Thomas and Austine, and all that they 
(i.e, John More and Anne Cresacre) shall have".(11) Years 
later, in 1620, Cresacre More was to attribute the staunchness 
of Thomas II to that blessing. (12) 


After the death of St. Thomas in July 1535, the More estates 
at North Mymms in Hertfordshire were confiscated: we do not 
yet know if the same happened to the Cresacre estates in York-— 
shire or to the house in Chelsea, and so we do not know where 
Thomas II spent his youth. We do know that they were troubled 
years, for in 1540 his uncle-in-law Giles Heron was executed at 
Tyburn and in 1544 his father was implicated with William Daunce, 
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John Heywood and other notable Catholics, in the Plot of the 
Prebendaries against Cranmers In the indictment John More is 
described as "of Chelsith, Midd, alias of Barnburgh, Yorks, 
alias of London". He was pardoned after recanting, and died in 
1547, leaving Thomas II then aged 16, as the eldest of 8 chil- 
dren. 


About 1553 Thomas II married Maria Scrope of Hambledon, Bucks, 
who was a niece of Lord Scrope of Bolton, Yorks, and they were 
destined to live together for 53 years and to have a family of 
13 children. The first child, Mary, was born on Christmas Day 
1553 at Hambledon, and the second, Anne, was also born theres 
(13) perhaps this means that he had taken up residence at 
Hambledon, but it may only mean that his wife went home to her 
mother's to have the first two babies. By 1557 he was living 
in Barnburgh, Yorks, for his eldest son, John, was christened in 
the parish church there, as were the rest of his children, until 
the last in 1572. (14) This can hardly mean that he had con- 
formed to the new religion, but more likely that he had to have 
his children baptised and there was no other place but the 
parish church. But who did the baptisms? In a list of rectors 
Robert Salvyn is shown as rector from 1559-60, then there is a 
break for 18 years precisely at the time when Thomas More was 
in residence in Barnburgh Hall. Indeed the first surviving reg~ 
ister, still kept in the parish, commences with the baptism of 
John More on September 17, 1557 and seems to continue in the 
same hand for many years, and to be concerned in the early pages 
with many of the More children and also with some Tyas children 
(later we will show that the Tyas family, who moved to Leyton 
with the Mores, were also Catholics), There is an extremely 
obscure and long-—drawn out litigation between Edward More and 
Robert Salvyn, described as rector of Barnburgh, in the Act- 
Books of the York High Commission for 1566-8 & 1569-70: in this 
case the Mores seem to be accusing Salvyn of immoral living with 
Katherine Salvyn and he is counter-charging, amongst other things, 
absence from church. (15) Is it possible that the More family 
had a Marian priest living in the hall with them (there are 
priests' hides there, recently rediscovered) (16) and that they 
continued to use the chantry chapel of the Cresacre family, to 
which there was a separate entrance, for their own purposes? 

An interesting problem for further research! 


That Thomas More II attended church is possible, for in the 
first ten years of the new religion the Catholics did not know 
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what. attitude to takes but already in the Act-Book of the High 
Commission for 1569-70 we have the entry: "Officium dominorum 
contra Thomam More gent, for infrequent communicating...fine 
xxshillings". In the Returns of Recusants made by the Bishops 
and Archbishops in 1577, (17) there is a reference to Thomas 
More II and to his mother Anne Cresacre (who having married 
George West was now a second time a widow): 


xett per annum Anne West, gentlewoman Wydow of Barnburghe 
in landes 

xx't per annum Thomas More and Gentleman of Barnburghe| 
in landes Mary his wief 


For some reason or another which we have been unable to deter— 
mine, but which further research may one day elucidate, Thomas 
More II left Barnburgh and came down to live on the outskirts 
of London, at Leyton in Essex, It may be his wife who is 
presented to the Quarter Sessions in January 1582 for recusancy:— 


(blank) More, wife of Thomas More of East Ham (18) 


for East Ham is the parish adjoining Leyton, But the first 
certain Essex reference we have to Thomas II is in the cover 
of the Emmanuel College Manuscript of Harpsfield's Life of Sir 
Thomas More:- 


This book was found by Rich: Topclyff in Mr. Thomas Moares 
Styddye emongs other bookes at Greenstreet My Wayferers 
house when Mr Moare was apprehended the xiij of Aprill 


1582. (19) 


Is it possible that Thomas More II was concerned with the 
secret printing that had been carried on by Father Persons in 
Greenstreet in the parish of East Ham? (20) That press had 
been started with the assistance of Charles Basset, grandson of 
Meg Roper and his first cousins it had moved from Greenstreet 
to Francis Browne's house in Southwark, whose sister Lucy was 
married to another cousin, Thomas Ropers and from there it 
went to Stonor, only two miles through the beechwoods from 
Hambledon, family home of the wife of Thomas II. Are these 
mere coincidences, or had More, head of the "More circle", and 
closely connected with printing and publishing through William 
Rastell, come down to London specifically to help the seminary 
priests in their work of reviving the old faith? 
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Whatever the reason, he took up residence in Leyton, as we 
know from a certificate which he signed in 1593 in accordance 
with Statute 35 Elizabeth, c.2, "An act for restraining Popish 
Recusants to some certain places of abode'"s3— 


1 May 1593. Notification reciting that Thomas More of Low 
Leyton gentleman ever since the eight and 
twentieth day of March, 24 Eliz. 1582, having 
had and yet having a certain place of dweiing 
and abode in Low Leyton aforesaid, and there 
usually heretofore having made and yet making 
his common abode...(21)

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So far it has been impossible to ascertain where he liveds 
from the terms of his Will we can establish that he was copy-— 
: 
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hold tenant in the manor of Leyton Grange, but there were sev— 
eral large houses in the manor. In 1770 Leyton House, the site 
of which is now occupied by the wire factory in Church Road, \ 
was in the possession of Capt. Henry More, whose tombstone in t 
Leyton churchyard, now unfortunately illegible, is said to have 
described him as a collateral descendant of Sir Thomas More:(22) 
but it does not seem to have been long in his possession and is 
not strong enough evidence to identify the house. The whole 
area was occupied by large houses, the homes of gentry who were 
near enovgh to Longon (4/5 miles) to have easy access to the 
city, but far enough away to escape the inconveniences, and any 
one of them could have been the More household. 


He did not long enjoy peaceful possession of his new home, 
for as we have seen he was arrested April 13, 1582 by the 
unspeakable Topelyff in a raid against recusants authorised by 
the Privy Council. (23) 


He was presented to the Quarter Sessions held at Chelmsford 
on June 26 
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"For not coming to church since 6 March last 
past contrary to the Act of 13 January 1 Elizabeth i 


1558/9" (24) 


and accordingly a writ was issued to take him in July 1582, but 
it was endorsed, "not found in the bailiwick", which is not | 
surprising since he had been committed to the Marshalsea prison:— — 


Most of all such as are at this present remaining 
prisoners in the Marshalsea being committed for 
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their disobedience in Religion... 

«+eThomas Moore of Chelsey in the Countie of 
Middx. gent. being committed the XXVIIth day 
of Aprill 1582 (25) 


He was still in the Marshalsea in 1584: 


In the Certificate of Alderman Buckle for search 
of certain persons and houses 17 August 1584, 
noted in St. Mary Overies Close: 

In the howse of Elizabeth Bosaunt, widdowe, 

Mary More and Grace More, daughters of Thomas 
More prisoner in the Marshalsea. (26) 


While he was in prison a priest was being questioned by the 
authorities, and he declared:-— 


«eeMr. Moore, now prisoner in the Marshalsea, 
hath four sons in Rheims, whereof one he sent 
within these eight weeks. (27) 


This would have been Cresacre More, youngest of his four sons 
and then aged 123. the information was slightly inaccurate for 
Cresacre went not to Rheims but to the Jesuit school at Eu, 
predecessor of St. Omer and later of Stonyhurst. (28) 


He was still in the Marshalsea in March 1585, but there was 
talk of releasing hims— ‘ 


A note of the several livings of such Recusants 
now remaining in the County of Surrey as are of 
hability and of such sumes of money as they 
offer to pay yearly into her Maj. receipt to 
her Highness' use set down under their hands 
the IXth day of March 1585 

eoelhomas More of Low Laighton in the C. of 
Essex gent. declares his whole revenue above 
all charges to be but XX& yearly whereof he 

is contented to pay five pounds. (29) 


It was a good try, but he could hardly have expected the 
Exchequer to have been hoodwinkeds in any case he was exposed 
_to the Privy Councils-—

and in a list of July 1586 "Prisoners to be disposed of",

After four years in prison for disobedience in religion, one 
might think he deserved a respite, but the Hlizabethans were 
nothing if not thorough goings already in June 1586 the Essex 
Quarter Sessions are after him again with a writ to take him 
for his recusancy. (32) Thomas More II is presented and 
summoned to the Sessions in Chelmsford thereafter, every year 
until his death in 1606, except 1598-1601 and 1604; frequently 
he is presented at more than one of the Sessions in the same 
yeare 


Moreover the Justices of the Peace were not the only ones who 
were engaged in forcing the new religion on the countrys; the 
recusancy laws of Elizabeth were enforced also by the Assizes. 
Thomas II appeared before the Essex Assizes for recusancy in 
July 1588, in August 1594, March 1600, March 1601 and in Trinity 
term 1602. He was presented before the Court of the Archdeacon 
of Essex in July 1591, in March 1592 and again in May 1605: and 
before the Consistory Court of the Bishop of London in March 
1602 and December 1606. Research is still proceeding upon these 
sources, and much requires to be done. Whereas the Quarter 
Sessions and Assize Records have been calendared and indexed, 
the records of the ecclesiastical courts have not been calendared 
at all, and much painstaking work is still necessary to decipher 
and catalogue the names which appear in these difficult records. 


It is hoped to show in the next article a tabulation of the 
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presentments in the various jurisdictions, and to examine 
what progression there was from one court to another and 

from one jurisdiction to another. It is also hoped to show 
that these court actions were not mere exercises in forensic 
procedure for the entertainment of the court scribes or 20th 
century researchers, but that Thomas More II had to pay up in 
hard cash for the privilege of not attending the Church of 
England and not receiving communion in that church. There is 
abundant evidence in the records of the Exchequer, still pre- 
served in the Public Record Office in London, to show that 
fines were actually paid.

ERO — Q/SR 97/59 
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ESSEX RECUSANTS AT CHELMSFORD QUARTER SESSIONS JULY 1586 


The County of Essex is fortunate, and possibly unique, in having 
preserved the records of its Quarter Sessions from 1556 until 
1889, and the Essex Recusant Society is thereby offered a vast 
quarry of material to examine and sift. 


Work has already commenced on a page by page examination of 
the Calendar of the Sessions Rolls, and has progressed as far 
as 1587. It has transpired that, apart from occasional cases 
like that of the Bynkes Brothers in 1577, already examined in 
the Essex Recusant (N.1.,pp.13-16), few persons are presented { 
for recusancy before 1581. As an explanation of this, it has 
been suggested that before the Act of 23 Blizabeth 1581, re- 
cusancy waS not a civil, but merely an ecclesiastical offence, 
and that therefore evidence of recusancy in the County before 
that date is to be sought rather in the Archdeacons! Act—Books 
than in the Quarter Sessions Records. The whole question seems | 
to require fuller examination. j 


However that may be, the lists of those being presented for { 
recusancy at the Quarter Sessions grows ever longer each year H 
after 1581, and we here present a long list of 1586. The docu- i 
ment, in Essex Record Office Q/SR 97/59, is a Writ to take i 
certain persons that they may appear at the General Sessions of f 
the Peace to be held at Chelmsford on June 30 and July 1, 1586, 
and answer the charge of absenting themselves from church con-— 
trary to the form of the Statute ("sese abstinend' ab ecclesia { 
contra formam statuti in illo casu edit! et provis'.") The f 
names in the Writ are taken from the presentments that were / 
sent to the Clerk of the Sessions, between January and July i 
1586, by the hundreds of the county: all the names in those i 
presentments appear in the Writ except Jane Brewer, Avice | 
Daniel, Thomas and Ann Hales, Nathan Sheppard, Lady Throckmorton | 
and Jane Wyseman. Why these were omitted from the Writ does 
not yet appear.

1. Sir William Waad 


In the north chancel (now the vestry) of the parish church 
of Manuden (Manewdon, Mallyndene) near the Hertfordshire border 
of Essex, is a memorial tablet to Sir William Waad, who died | 
in his manor of Battles Waad, about a mile north of the church, 
October 23, 1623. 


"Guilielmus Waad eques auratus Armigildi filius, dominae 
Hlizabethae secretorum consilio per plures annos 
secretarius, semel ad Imperatorem Rodulphum et ad 
Philippum regem Hispaniae, ad Henricum 3 Regem Galliae 
ter, ad Henricum 4 Galliae et Navarrae semel, et ad Mariam 
Scotiae Reginam missus, in diversis arduis negotiis 
generalis Angliae commissarius et supravisor Hyberniae 
cogortium ac etiam secreto consilio serenissimi domini 
nostri regis Jacobi secretarius, et Turris Londinensis 
per 8 annos locum tenens, postea vitam privatim et 
piissime degens usque ad 77 annos, obiit apud manerium 
suum de Battles Waad in com. Essexiae 25 Octobs Anno 
Dome 1623 


This is followed by some lines of verse in English, praising 
the good qualities of the deceased, likening him to a clock, 


",.ewhose hand still pointed to the kingdoms good 
and soveraignes safetie/ whom ambitions key never 
woond up gultines bribe or fee/ zeale only and a 
conscience cleare and even/ raised him on earth and 
woond him up to heaven." 


And finally the line, "Discite progenies mores aequare 
paternos", 


Hard by the church where he lies buried is the Hall, home 
of Thomas Crowley. Waad may or may not have known the Crowleys 
socially, but he certainly knew them professionally, for Thomas 
Crowley was one of the most obstinate and unyielding popish 
recusants of the whole country, suffering not only fines, but 
also many years of imprisonment. In Returns of Recusants for 
the diocese of London made in 1577, he appears, "Thomas Crowley 
gentylman and Margarett his wyffe of Mannewden in the sayde 
Countye of Essexs3 valued in landes yearlye one hundred and xx 1} 
and in goodes one hundreth poundes (CRS 22(1921):51). And in 
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1605 the Bishop of London presented him to the Quarter Sessions 
for absenting himself from church for 20 years and more.

Another person who may have been acquainted socially with 
Waad was the priest Father John Gerard, for he was living at the 
home of William Wiseman, at Braddocks, only 6 miles away. He 
was there in the guise of a gentleman, a friend of the Wisemans, 
and it would not have been out of keeping with his character to 
have called upon Waad socially out of sheer devilment. But 
whether they had met over a game of cards or not, they certainly 
met later in the Tower, for Gerard, after his thrilling escape 
at Braddocks was captured soon after, in the Spring of 1594 and 
in 1597 was moved from the Clink to the Tower for tortures— 


"They took me to a big upright pillar, one of the wooden posts 
which held the roof of this huge underground chamber. Driven 
into the top of it were iron staples for supporting heavy 
weights. Then they put my wrists into iron gauntlets and ordered 
me to climb two or three wicker steps. My arms were then lifted 
up and an iron bar was passed through the rings of one gauntlet, 
then through the staple and rings of the second gauntlet. This 
done they fastened the bar with a pin to prevent it slipping, 
and then removing the wicker steps one by one from under my 
feet, they left me hanging by my hands and arms fastened above 
my head...Such a gripping pain came over me. It was worst in 
my chest and belly, my hands and arms. All the blood in my 
body seemed to rush into my arms and hands and I thought that 
the blood was oozing out from the ends of my fingers and pores 
of my skin. But it was only a sensation caused by my flesh 
swelling above the irons holding them...When the gentlemen 
present saw that I was not answering their questions, they went 
off to the Lieutenants house and stayed there. Every now and 
again they sent to find out how things were going with me... 
Sometime after one o'clock, I think, I fell into a faint. How 
long I was unconscious I don't know, but I don't think it was 
long, for the men held my body up or put the wicker steps under 
my feet and I came to.e..They did this every time I fainted -— © 
eight or nine times that day - before it struck five. After 
four or before five o'clock Wade returned. Coming to me he 
askeds "Are you now ready to obey the Queen and her Councii?" 

I answered, "You want me to do what is sinful, and I will not 
do it". Ina rage he suddenly turned his back on me and strode 
out of the room shouting angrily in a loud voice, "Then hang 
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there till you rot off the pillar". He left. And I think all 
the Commissioners left the Tower then, for at five o'clock the / 
Tower bell is rung, a signal for all to leave unless they want 
the gates locked on them. A little later they took me down."

After the so-called Gunpowder Plot of 1605 another priest 
was put in the Tower, when Wade was now, not secretary to the 
Privy Council, but actually Lieutenant of the Tower. He was 
Father Henry Garnet, and he wrote to Wade as “very kind in 
usage and familiarity, but most violent and impotent in speeches 
when he entereth into matters of religion". (in Vaux of 
Harrowden, by G. Anstruther, Newport 1953). 


John Gerard escaped from England in 1606 and died in the 
English College, Rome July 27, 1637. Henry Garnet was hanged, 
drawn and quartered in St. Paul's Churchyard on May 3, 1606. 
William Waad died in his bed at Battles Waad October 25, 1623. 


2. Edmund Bonner, Bishop of London 1539-1569 
; 


The name of Edmund Bonner, Bishop of London, is preserved 
with ignominy on the stone monuments to the Protestant martyrs 
that still exist in some villages in Essex. He was Bishop of 
London from 1539 to 1569 but he was in prison for 5 years under 
Edward VI and for ten years under Elizabeth. 


He died in the Marshalsea prison on September 5, 1569. There 
is much doubt about the place of his burials On September 9, 
1569, four days after his death, Edmund Grindal, Protestant 
Bishop of London, wrote from Fulham to Sir William Cecil, 
secretary to the Queen to inform her of Bonner's burial by 
night, but he does not say where. 


The following note adds strength to a tradition that he was 
buried in Copford, near Colchester, in Essexs it is taken from 
a letter written by the Rector of Copford to the author of 
Sketches of Church Life in the counties of Essex and Hertford— 
shire (London 1902): . 


"There is no doubt that Copford Hall was his favourite manor. 
There is a walk called Bonner's Walk to this day. .About sixty 
two or three years ago the Rector of this parish died, a certain 
Dr. Kellys a grave was being dug for him under the altar, when 
they came upon a coffin with Bishop Bonner's name upon it. 
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Tradition says that he died in gaol in London, his body was 

brought down to the neighbouring parish of East Thorpe, and was 
kept there (apparently secretly) and after ten days it was re- | 
moved to his favourite church, probably at night, and buried | 
under the Altar. j 


There is no entry of his burial, nor is there any monument. | 
It would seem that all was done secretly, and probably his | 
enemies would have torn his body from the grave had they known 
where to find it. I am not aware that any one knew where it 
was till the coffin was found accidentally. I know where his 
coffin iss I cannot say anything about his bones." 


3. William Bishop, Bishop of Chalcedon 


After the last of the Catholic Bishops had died, the English 
Catholics had no one to whom they could turn for guidance and 
leadership. Eventually in 1623 the Pope appointed one of the 
English Clergy, William Bishop, to be Bishop of the whole 
country, but he had the title of Chalcedon in partibus 
infidelium. Another of the English Clergy, John Southcote, 
D.D. was keeping a Diary, and he noteds 


"1624. William Bishop of Chalcedon died in Aprill 
of sicknesse and age togeather at Bishopshall in 
Essex." 


Brigadier T.B. Trappes—Lomax identifies this as Bishopshall 
or Bishops Court in the parish of St. Sepulchre, home in 1624 
of Sir Basil Brook (1576-1646 ) eldest son of John Brook of 
Madeley and Anne da. of Francis Shirley of Staunton Harold. 
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THE ABBH CHEVROLLAIS 1753-1823 


Stratford in Essex owes much of the work of its establishment 
as a Catholic parish to one of the French clergy who fled to 
England at the time when the French Revolutionary Government 
was pursuing those who refused the oath to the constitution. 
In this it was like several other Catholic parishes, now but 
not then parts of London, Chelsea (Abbé Voyaux de Francus) 
Hampstead (Abbé Morel), Somerstown (Abbés Chantrel and Carron) 
and Tottenham (Abbé - later Cardinal -— Cheverus). 


Our earliest knowledge of Frangois—Joseph CHEVROLLAIS comes 
from the 'Catalogue du Personnel de la Congrégation de la 
Mission (Lazgaristes) depuis 1'Origine (1625) jusqu'’s la Fin du 
XVIIIc Siécle,' which records him ass— 


"prStre, né-& Angers le 20 octobre 1753, regu au séminaire 
& Paris le 3 janvier 1775, y a fait les voeux le 4 janvier 
1777 en présence de M. Foursy". 


An Aliens Return for 1797 (in Middlesex County Record Office) 
completed and signed by him, reverses the order of his Christ— 
ian names — joseph francois, and says that he was "pretre 
professeur en Theologie au seminaire de Trequier en basse 
bretagne — natif d'anger — de guarante et un an." He declared 
that he had been in England "Environ quatre ans et demie y 
compris dix huit mois a jersey", that his occupation was 
"maitre de francois", and that his address was "Mr Shaw forty 
hill", There were at the time eight other French priests in 
other parts of Enfield, Middlesex, 


F.X,Plasse in his "Le Clergé Frangais réfugié en Angleterre", 
tome 2, pages 310-314, tells us that in 1803 Chevrollais was 
living in Edmonton (Middlesex) giving French lessons three 
times weekly in a school at £25 per annum. 


The Laity's Directory advertises in 1807 -— "Chapel House 
Academy, Stratford, Essex. Rev. Joseph PORTER and proper assist— 
ants", and in 1809 "Gaston Hall Academy, Westham, Essex. Rev. 
Jos, Porter and assistants". 


The Stratford Catholic baptismal register shows the entries of 
baptisms performed by’ J.T.Porter from 31 Oct. 1802. Essex 
County Records (Q/RRw3 and Q/SBb406) contain certificates of 
Joseph Thomas Porter having taken the oath of allegiance prov— 
ided in the Catholic Relief Act of 1791, of his being school-— 
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master and of his being minister of the chapel at Ham Lane, 
Stratford, dated "9th day of September 1806", This was recorded 
in the Essex Sessions held on 7 Oct 1806. 


After 339 entries of baptisms by J.T.Porter, the first baptism 
recorded by Chevrollais in the Stratford register is "die 22 
novembri baptizata fuit maria filia matthei et maria Donohay 
conjugum nata die 21 ejusdem mensis Sponsores fuere edmundus | 
anisy et Elizabetha andrisca f j chevrollais sacerdos congrega- | 
tionis missionis". The year 1809 has been entered in another . 
hand above the date. Chevrollais never signed his name with 
capital letters. Sixteen of his entries take us to 26 March 
1809. In the next nine months Porter baptized 18 times, but | 
Chevrollais 36 times. Porter's last entry was on 7 Jan 1810, | 
after which all are in Chevrollais' name until his death. Mean- 
while in a letter of 29 Jan. 1810 to Bishop Douglas, Vicar | 
Apostolic of the London District, (Vol.54, Westminster Diocesan 
Archives), Rev. Joseph T,Porter, resigning the care of the 
chapel at Stratford through illness, mentioned the school which 
had helped him to maintain it and also the great work of Rev. 
Joseph Francis Cheverolais (sic). 


The Bishop in his Diary (transcript at St. Edmund's College, 
Old Hall, near Ware) recorded under April 1810, "During this 
month also was broken up the school of Rev. Joseph Thomas Porter, 
at Garston Hall, Whitham(sic), who was the missionary for the 
care of the poor congregation of that neighbourhood. The 
Butcher had sent an execution into the House, he himself abscond- 
ed and the scholars returned home. The goods and chattels were 
sold, those belonging to the mission and chapel were claimed by 
me, and a petition being presented to the sheriff to have these 
goods excepted and restored to me, the. petition was granted, 
they were allowed to be taken away by a friend (Mr. Everingham) . 
and Mr. Porter having run away, and not daring to appear in . 
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that county again, I appointed Monsieur Chevrollais who had been 
French teacher at Mr Porter's Academy to say Prayers (NB Recu- { 
sant term for Mass in use 19 years after end of penal times) at | 
the House of Mr. Everingham, till an finglish Missionary should \ 
be fixed upon for the charge of that mission....Mr Chevrollais 
is now appointed by me to the charge of that mission". 


At the Essex Sessions of 10 July 1810 was recorded "Francis 
Joseph Chevrollais, Clerk, Minister of the Roman Catholic Chapel 
Situate on Stratford Green in the Parish of Westham Essex a 
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Roman Catholic Secular Priest". The previous entry on that 
page (3) of the register had been of "Joseph Thomas Porter 
Clerk, Minister of the Roman Catholic Chapel situate in Ham 
Lane, Stratford in the parish of Westham, Essex and a Roman 
Catholic Secular Priest". (1806) From this will be noted the 
new location of the chapel and that the Clerk of the Peace 
records a priest of the Congregation of the Mission (Vincentian 
or Lazgarist) as a 'Secular Priest’. Between these two dates on 
12 July 1808 was registered. 


"A Chapel situate in Westham Abbey being a place of Congrega— | 
tion or Assembly for religious worship of persons professing | 
the Roman Catholic Religion". 


The chapel was to move yet again following Chevrollais! appeal 
for help in a "Humble Petition of the Catholics of Stratford, 
Essex, under the patronage and authority of the R.R.Dr. Poynter. 
The poor Catholics whose number amounts to near 700 people, by 
a continued series of unhappy events, and lately by the death 
of a gentleman at whose house their chapel formerly was, finaindl 
themselves deprived of a place of worship, and not being able on| 
account of their poverty to provide themselves with this, urged 
by circumstance and armed with little money have begun to erect 
a chapel". The result is seen in a section of the baptismal 
register which Chevrollais headed:— 


"Registre pour les baptemes commence 21 mai 1813" On the 
eighth page of this section he proudly writes "Ce jour 8 d'taout 
1813 la chapelle catholique de Stratford (essex) a ete benite 
et dediee at st vincent de paule et a st patrice par le RR dr 
poynter: sa grandeur etoit accompagnée a l'autel par mr gomer 
pretre de la mission, voyaux de franous pretre francois et 
chaplain de la catholique (sic) de chelsea, et mr Even pretre 
francois doyen et curé dans le diocese de Rouen, la premiere 
brique de cette chapelle a eté posee au commencement de septembr 
1812 on a commenc® a y celebrer les st misteres vers la mi 
novembre de la méme année. f j chevrollais pére de la mission". 


This event also led to a change of the priest's residence. In 
the Poor Rate book, Stratford Ward, Westham, for the half year, 
Michaelmas Day 1812 to Lady Day 1813 on p.55 a pencilled entry 
"Shivelly Rev " takes the place of Wm Smith, who is marked 
"Gone", but had likewise taken Jane Purday's tenancy in the 
previous half year. In the next three half yearly rate books 
the name is spelt "Rev. Mr Shiverly", and although in the third |

of these for Lady Day 1814 to Michaelmas 1814,p61 there appears 
the signature "f j chevrollais", this does not lead to a correct-— 
ion. The name is spelt "Shiverly" in 1815 and 1817 'Cheveller' 
in 1820 and "Schevelle" in 1824 when the new priest's name is 
pencilled in as ‘Tyrell’, 


From the spelling 'Cheveller' it is possible to recognise on 
the 1821 Map of the Parish of Westham and on page 22 of the ref- 
erence book which accompanies it in manuscript at the Stratford 
Central Library, the situation in Stratford Ward of the "Chapel 
and School", occupying 13 poles at E45 on the map, and Fr, 
Chevrollais' "House and Garden" occupying 6 poles’ at E49. The 
Chapel was about as far from the Turnpike (next E30) as was the 
Channelsea River beyond the Turnpike. Six smaller properties 
(£39-44) were in the same block with the Chapel on the South 
side of the High Street. An illustration appeared in the Brent-— 
wood Diocesan Year Book for 1953 to accompany Rev. Fr.B.C,Foley's 
article on 'The Parish of Stratford'. A whole generation after 
the Gordon Riots it was built with no windows facing the road. 


With the final overthrow of Napoleon at Waterloo many French 
clergy who had not already returned to France at the Peace of 
Amiens, thought it their duty to do so on the restoration of the 
monarchy. Plasse tells us that Chevrollais' order allowed his 
return to Stratford from Paris in 1816. In this year too on 
May 12th Bishop Poynter confirmed 75 people at Stratford. The 
Laity's Directory for 1816 lists Stratford among seven places in 
the London district where children were catechised. "Evening 
prayers with after a Catechism for the Children". Sunday Mass 
was at 11 o'clock with a discourse after the Gospel. 


It was a year too when Abbé Chevrollais must have resolved to 
redouble his efforts for the poor of his parish. The Laity's 
Directory records "the ardent wish of the Chaplain, if it was 
possible, is to establish and build a school for near 300 child- 
ren, whose parents are all poor, and who cannot consequently give 
them any education. There is also a piece of ground that would 
answer this purpose. May the Father of the poor inspire some 
good people to forward this pious and useful work". Next year's 
directory was able to record that Stratford School had been 
established at the latter end of May 1816 and that “more than a 
hundred children are taught to read and write and the principles 
of morality and religion", In 1818 Chevrollais took and signed 
the oath against Blanchardism. The Vicar Apostolic, Bishop 
_ Poynter, had found it necessary to insist that the french clergy 
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take an oath to dissociate. themselves from Abbé Blanchard, whose | 
dissatisfaction with the Papal Concordat with Napoleon recognised 
by the restored monarchy led him into schism. The Stratford 
Catholic Charity Schools were a cause of anxiety to the Pastor, 
who in the Laity's Directory 1819 reported that he “has opened a 
school for. the Boys...To provide a Girls' School, a select and 
respectable few have united and agreed to subscribe 6d a week and 
pay quarterly in advance. A mistress has been found who feels a 
truly Christian spirit in the undertaking". The school for 100 
girls was opened 8th June 1818. 


The 1820 Directory asked for further charitys— "Stratford Cath= 
olic Charity Schools. In the above charities is an ample opport 
unity of practising all the works of mercy. Above 1200 labourin 
Irish are in this congregation destitute themselves of all means 
of having their children instructed either in their religion or 
in those things necessary to make them useful, industrious sub— 
jects. To remedy this a girls! school was opened June 18, 1818 
By charitable weekly subscriptions of 6d a week, a mistress is 
supported and all other expenses of the school paid. The surplus, 
if any, with donations is expended in providing the meritorious 
with frocks for Sunday appearance. Above a hundred girls are 
benefited by this charity. An evening and Sunday school is kept 
to instruct those in their religion, who from their employments 
cannot attend the day school. A boys' school is also kept, but 
supported from another fund, and having lost by death several of 
its subscribers, and the poor, who having been great supporters 
of it by trifling subscriptions have by the general hardness of 
the times lateiy so much fell off that without fresh means it 
cannot be carried on..Donations are to be sent to Rev.J.Chevrollais' 


Though his life span was now running out, he was active almost 
till the day of his death. His last three baptisms out of 1016 
are recorded on 14 Sept 1823. At the end of the register are th 
small corners of 4 torn pages of weddings at which Chevrollais 
officiated, the last 5 pages recording 24 weddings from 20 June 
LOLe. to 23 bile LOL 


Plasse records that on 19 Sept 1823 he was "found dead on his 
knees in his room-his 65th birthday". The Laity's Directory 
for 1824 includes in the Obituaries; (gathered in C.R.S.vol.12, 
p-157) his death on 18 Sept 1823, aad 68 years. A caloulation @ 
his age from the Vincentian 'Catalogue' makes him 69 years old a 
death and from the 1797 Aliens Return 67 years. Whatever it be i

Under the Act of Uniformity, 1 Elizabeth, c.2, the fine for 
not going to church was 12d3 The Act of 23 Bliz. c.l raised 
this to £20 a monthe— "That every person above the age of 16 
years which shall not repair to some church, chapel, or usual 
place of common prayer, but forbear the same contrary to the 
tenor of a statute made in the first year of her Majesty's 
reign for Uniformity of Common Prayer, and being thereof law- 
fully convicted, shall forfeit to the Queen's Majesty for 
every month after the end of this session of Parliament which 
he or she shall so forbear, twenty pounds of lawful English 
moneys and that over and besides the said forfeitures, every 
person so forbearing by the space of 12 months as aforesaid 
shall for his or her obstinacy, after certificate thereof in 
writing made into the Court commonly called the King's Bench 
by the ordinary of the diocese, a justice of assize and gaol 
delivery, or a justice of peace of the county where such 
offender shall dwell or be, be bound with two sufficient 
sureties in the sum of £200 at the least to be of good be- 
haviour and so to continue bound until such time as the per— 
sons so bound do conform themselves and come to the church, 
according to the true meaning of the said Statute made in the 
said first year of the Queen's Majesty's reign." 

(Statutes of the Realm, IV,657) 


The Essex Quarter Sessions Rolls show that this Act was soon 
put into execution.

certify you upon speech had with her ladyship, that she doth 
not obstinately refuse to go to the church nor doth upon any 
obstinate will absent herself from thence, as the vicar of 
the town can give information who is now to attend upon you 
to rectify the same, but by reason of sickness and weakness 
of body she is not able to travel thither, being one mile 
from her house and more, without great hurt unto herself, for

The name of LADY WINIFRED HASTINGS is included and then 
deleted in the list of indictments for recusancy, June 26, 
1582 (81/31). Her name appears again June 9, 1582s LADY 
WINIFRED HASTINGS of Hatfield Broadoak widow, otherwise called 
LADY WINIFRED BARRINGTON lately wife of Sir Thomas Barrington 
knight, for not coming to church from the above date until 
October 3 then next following. Note added ~ Lady Winifred 
Hastings deleted (82/53). Her name then disappears from the 
recusancy lists. 
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78/468 The names of ROCUS GRENE of St. Nicholas in Col- 
chester esquire and THOMAS CROWLEY (sometimes CRAWLEY) of 
Manuden gent and his wife MARGARET occur first January 16 
1580/1 for not attending church between March 18 and June 30 
last past. 


79/1003 In the indictments dated January 8 1581/2 they are 
both mentioned again for not coming to church for the space 
of three months, from September 29 1581 until January 8 next 
following: a note addede ROCUS GRENE acknowledges himself 
to be guilty.

Let it be remembered that EDMUND DANYELL of Belchamp St. 
Paul's was committed (as I understand) to the safe keeping of 
William Goldynge of the same town esquire, whither I did send 
my own servant as special bailiff (by virtue of Her Majesty's 
process to be directed) for the attaching of the said EDMUND 
DANYELL, his wife and servants, recusants amongst others, 
where the said parties were not to be found, for that the 
said Mr Goldyng had either sent "gyve leve" or suffered them 
to go into Suffolk out of my bailiwick, notwithstanding he 
promised my said man being bailiff to bring them in at the 
day and place contained in his warrant, which was the last 
Quarter Sessions, which he did not.

Subscribed, the marks of Andrew Puller, 
John Snagges the older, and 
Richard Westwoode, churchwarden. 


The name of PRUDENCE SCOTT reappears in a list of July 4,1583 
and subsequently, but that of her husband is no longer found.

An entry in the ACTS OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL dated May t 5s 1582 
concerns a letter sent to the Judges of Assize at Chelmsford. 
It describes how Edward Bell had been accused by James Hapton 
of speaking in defence of the priest John Paine, who had been 
executed at Chelmsford on a charge of treason six weeks pre— 
viously, on April 2. Bell denied speaking the words and 
alleged that Hapton and he had "a falling out at a football 
game at Writtle", The Judges were instructed to enquire into 
the matter as the Privy Council were not inclined to accept 
this explanation. The next entry in the APC concerns a letter 
sent to Mr Slowell a local Magistrate directing him to exam— 
ine the parties and witnesses and forward the findings to the 
Assizes, so that the case could come for trial. 


An Edward Bell, who died in 1576 was Coroner for Writtle 
and Steward of the Petre family. The Edward Bell in the above 
report appears to be his second son, whose effigy appears on 
a brass in Writtle church. Nothing is known of Hapton. 


John Paine, a native of Northampton, had arrived at the 
English College in Douai in 1574 and was ordained priest there 
on April 7, 1576. On April 24 he set out for England in the 
company of Cuthbert Mayne, who was also executed later in the 
West Country.* In a Certificate of the Bishop of London, 
dated November 1577, under Gyng Peter, after Lady Peter widowe, 
we find John Payne amongst others who are described: "All 
theese are of the servantes and famyly of the said Ladie 
Peter",* so he seems to have succeeded Edward Bell senior as 
Steward of the Petre family. He was betrayed by George Elliot, 
the apostate spy, who subsequently betrayed Father Edmund 
Campions and so we read in the Burghley Papers ° — "10 Aug 
1581. <A declaration of certain Papists & c writ by G(eorge) 


E(lliott), is by one that was servant to the old Ladye Petre.." 


- that John Payne had said Mass at Mr William Moore his house 
at Haddon, in the parish of Bampton, Co. Oxon on July 2. 
Elliot also accused him of treasonable words against the 
queen. "He seems however to have been much beloved throughout 
the district and his innocency of any treasonable thought 
almost universally accepted. The account of his death is one 
of the most pathetic incidents recorded from contemporary 
accounts by Bishop Challoner",* 


Unfortunately we cannot follow up the entry concerning 
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Edward Rela-yari0r, who had stood up for Father John Payne. 
Having once come to the notice of the Privy Council in con- 
nection with a possible treason charge, he does not appear 
againe From a search of the Assize File at the Essex Record 
Office it seems clear that no case came before ‘the Assize at 
Chelmsford arising out of the Hapton accusation. The most 
reasonable conclusion is that the examining magistrate found 
there was no evidence to support the charge and the matter 
was dropped. It is not always possible to discover whether 
a particular charge against a Catholic in this period was 
genuine or brought from some ulterior motive, such as private 
revenge.

By the Act of 23 Elizabeth c.1 (1581) every person above the 
age of sixteen years who was lawfully convicted of forbearing 
to repair to some church, chapel or usual place of common 
prayer, (ive. a recusant convict ) forfeited to the queen's 
majesty, for every (lunar) month which he or she shall so for- 
bear, twenty pounds of lawful English money. And if such a 
“person remained so convicted for a year they had to be bound 
with two sufficient sureties in the sum of two hundred pounds 
at least to their good behaviour, and to remain so bound until 
they conform themselves and come to churche 
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Since Thomas More II remainéd™ : som 1581 
until his death in 1606, he should have paid to the Crown 
£6500 for himself, £6500 for his wife and the same or varying 
sums for his children who lived with him according to the 
time they spent there. How much did he pay? The Receipt 
Books of the Exchequer show that £305 was paid into the Exe 
chequer from his confiscated estates; and there does not 
seem to be any record of payments from his family. (1) 


How do we explain this? There are some who maintain that 
the Recusancy laws enabled the Government to keep a register 
of recusants, just as a register of aliens was kept during 
the war, and rightly so because they were all suspect of 
treasonable activities anyways (2) but that no further steps 
were taken against them unless they were involved in some 
plot or intrigue. We do not deny that the lists of recusants 
were useful guides to the government of those whose sympathies 
were not with the new religions but the case of Thomas More 
II seems to support the theory that these laws were meant to 
cut out the recusants from all places of influence in public 
life, to shackle them hand and foot with burdens they could 

never hope to carry, to pick out those who could pay and milk 
them dry, and to restrict all of them to their homes. This 
was poe of the laws - and in it they were success— 
mul, (3 


But why did Thomas More II pay only £305 instead of £26,000 
which seems to have been due? The answer is obvious: nobody 
could have paid such a sum. The Act of 29 Blizabeth c.6 pro- 
vided for this: "...and if default shall be made in any part 
of any payment aforesaid, contrary to the form herein before 
limited, that then and so often the queen's majesty shall and 
may, by process out of the said exchequer, take, seize and 
enjoy all the goods, and two parts as well of all the lands, 
tenements and hereditaments, liable to such seigures... 
leaving the third part only of the same lands, tenements and 
hereditaments, leases and farms, to and for the maintenance 
and relief of the same offender, his wife, children and family." 


If this Act was applied to Thomas More II, then we would 
expect to find two-thirds of his lands seized, and that for 
this reason he would claim to be freed from the £20 a month 
fine of the 1581 Actz although he would still be bound by the 
1581 Act to find swrety for at least two hundred pounds for 
his good behaviour. It is hoped that the following extracts

Thomas More comes by Edward Makyn his attorney and says 
that there is no necessity in law for him to answer the indict— 
ment against him etc., and also that the said Thomas had for— 
feited all his goods to the late Queen and two parts of his 
lands and tenements to the yearly value of £200 which were 
seized into the hands of the late Queen before the time of the 
said indictment and now remain in the hands of the now King on 
account of the cause which is expressed and declared in the 
said indictments and for a plea he says that Justices in 
Essex have not authority or jurisdiction in their Sessions of 
the Peace to prosecute or proceed upon the said indictment 
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against the said Thomas for not resorting to his parish church 
of Leyton or any other place of common prayer during the time 
of Divine Service, whereof he seeks judgment if this Court 
proceed further therein. 


At the same time he continued to be presented under the 1581 
Act, as appears from the tabulation of presentments included 
in this article. It will be noted that the money paid into 
the Exchequer as shown by the Pells Receipt Books was. £10-0-Ad 
for the first 5 years, and then increased to £67-15-8ds the 
fluctuation in between possibly means that there were some 
back-payments being made. The probable cause of the increase 
in the amount is that a new assessment was made, possibly 
when a new tenant took over the estate. 


Although he is presented in the Essex Courts, the payments . 
are listed under Yorkshires the reason being that it was his 
Yorkshire estates at Barnburgh that were seized. The fair 
house at Chelsea that his grand-father had built was seized 
by Henry VIII and the More family never got it backs (5) the 
estate of More Place alias Gobions at North Mimms in Hert- 
fordshire had been seized by Henry VIII, was leased by Edward 
VI to his sister Princess Elizabeth, and, although the re- 
version was granted to the More family by Mary, it was leased 
away again by Queen Elizabeth in 1586, and the Mores were not 
to get it back until 1606. (6) So that only lands that could 
be seized from Thomas More II and farmed for the Crown were 
the Cresacre estates that came to him through his mother. 


In the next article we hope to show the subsequent history 
of the forfeitures, how they were granted to a certain John 
Grove by James Is and also to discuss the Last Will and the 
Inguisitiones post Mortem on Thomas More II.

PETRE SCHOOLS: THE CHARITY OF LADY CATHARINE (1697-1785) 


The long-lived Catharine Walmesley (1697-1785), Dowager Lady 
Petre and Dowager Lady Stourton, will be known to those who 
have visited the Long Gailery at Ingatestone Hall and to 
Essex readers from the Essex Record Office's publication, 
"Petre Family Portraits". Others will know her portrait 
which appears in Burton's Life of Bishop Challoner. Kirk 
gives her a notice in his ‘Biographies of English Catholics, 
1700-—1800!. All make mention of her boundless charities. 


Bishop Challoner relied on her and she on him as her 
almoner. It was her chariot which carried him to safety at 
the Mawhoods' house at Finchley at the beginning of the Gordon 
Riotse Both Kirk and Burton recognise her as "a certain 
Right Honourable and truly pious Lady, not only possessed of 
an affluent fortune, but at the same time of so charitable a 
disposition, as never to suffer any real object of distress to 
pass unrelieved", to whom Bishop Challoner appealed to become 
Patroness of the School for the Education of Girls, founded by 
Mrs. Frances Carpue at Brook Green, Hammersmith, in 1760, of 
which Barnard tells us in chapter 18 of the Life of Challoner. 
Kirk further attributes to her the greater part of the cost of 
the new building of the Dominican school for boys at Bornhem, 
presumably in 1773. 
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But it is to the educational charities of this lady when 
she was much younger that we wish to draw the reader's att-— 
ention. In 1720, at the age of 23, she had already been a 
widow for 7 years. Heiress of her brother, Francis Walmesley 
of Dunkenhalgh in Lancashire, she had married Robert, 7th Lord 
Petre on March 1, 1712, and he had died the next year, their 
son Robert, the 8th. Baron, not yet born. 


The Government still felt concern about Jacobite activit— 
ies when on 27 July 1720 a number of Essex Justices of the 
Peace met at Ingatestone and sent in a report, now found in : 
State Papers Domestic of George I, SP 35/22, no. 42, which 
says, 
"We had information of four popish schools, one in : 
Ingatestone, one at Ingrave and two at Margreting (some of 
which our informers desire might not be called popish schools 
but schools taught by papists) and one of the schools is 
supported by the younge Lady Dowager Petre, where several 
children are boarded at her expence and where all the children 
of the parish are taught to read. The Schoolmistress of 
these several schools we have Recommended to the Ministers and 
Churchwardens of the several parishes in which they are, to 
present also to the Grand Jury. There is another school 
taught by a popish Schoolmistress in East Thorndon where the 
Minister of the parish tells us the Church Catechism is taught 
and where sayeth he himself sends his own children... 

"We have nothing further to add but that we received a 
letter from the old Lady Dowager Petre relating to the school 
at Margreting aforementioned supported by her daughter (now in 
the North of England) which in justice to the family, we joyn 
to our report and in favour to them make no observations upon" 


The reference to two schools at Margaretting should mean 
that boys and girls were taught separately. The old lady 
dowager Petre is Mary, the daughter of Sir Thomas Clifton, 
whose husband Thomas, the 6th Lord Petre had died in 1707. 
Her letter is as followss:— 

"Gentlemen, 


I understand you have a meeting at Ingatston today, upon 
some Representation given in a ( ? ) of my Famelly and 
Perticularly of my Daughters Charity. Whereuppon 
Gentlemen I send this to assure you yt if my Daughters 


compassion for y® Poor in any Respect tho Innocently 
meant by her has been y® occasion of offence to her 
Neighbours and given Displeasure to y° Government she 
shall dissitt ( sic ) for the time to come and ther 
shall be noe Reume ( sic ) for Complaint of yt Kind, 


I am Gentlemen 
Your Servant 
M Petre." 


Perhaps Lady Catharine was not required to desist from 
helping the poor, for there is found in the Essex Record 
Office among the deposited Petre Papers an "Account of Moneys 
Received and Disbursed for Charity by the Order of the Right 
Hon'ble Catherine Lady Petre, 1727-1730." This account 
(D/DP, A165, Acc 2441, Household Accounts, 1 vol. 1727-30) 
was possibly kept for her by the chaplain at Thorndon. The 
following selected items show not only her wide charity, but 
some details of the school which still had two teachers. 
Presumably the number of catechisms rather than of prayer- 
books shows the size of the school.

It would be interesting to know how the boy Chinery in 
the first item above, was related to William Chinery of a

Lady Catharine, who married Charles, 14th Lord Stourton, 
in April 1733, was again a widow - since 1753 — when we again 
meet her school. 


A return to the Bishop of London (now with the Church 
Commissioners, Millbank) from J. Peirse, Rector of East 
Thorndon, Essex, of 16 Oct. 1767, entitled 


"A List of the Papists in the Parish of 
East Thorndon in the Deanery of Barstable Essex" 


includes 
"Thos Bevan, aged ll, James Daniels 12, 
Joseph Pounds 10, John Collier 10, 
Thos Elby il, Alexander Prescott 9, 
John Anson LO; James Joseph 11,

These boys are given together in a group with no others 
of the same names, which are not local Catholic names, and 
with no other Papist who could be a schoolmaster or school-— 
mistress, but this seems to be obviously a school. 


Doubtless Mr. Peirse was aware of the Act of 1699/1700, 
by which both priests and Catholic teachers were made liable 
to life imprisonment for carrying on their functions. 


It was about this time that Bishop Challoner, four 
priests and a schoolmaster, were indicted by the informer 
Payne, who had just obtained the £100 reward for the convict-— 
ion of a priest who was sentenced to life imprisonment. 


There are also returns from Ingatestone and West Horndon 
with Ingrave, giving the two ‘households of Lord Petre, aged 
27' (actually 25). 


At Ingatestone “there is a very old Gentleman now there, 
who has lived in that neighbourhood many yearss is about 80, 
tis believed, and is supposed to be a Priest of the Church 
of Rome". But he cannot have been the schoolmaster.

Finally, among the Mss. at Stonyhurst College, deposited 
there by Capt. Eyre-Huddleston, R.N., of Sawston Hall, are 
"Letters to Fr, Edward Galloway, 5.J., who was Rector of the 
Jesuit 'College of the Holy Apostle' (i.e. Norfolk, Suffolk, 
etc.) which includes one, addressed tos— 


"Mr. Galloway in St. Swithin's 
Parish, Norwich" 


and is dated “London, 2 Dec. 1767", and sayse— 


"Revd Sir, 


Lady Stourton has received a letter from one 
Mary Rivett in behalf of one of her sons. 


Her Ladyship has granted her humble request . 
and order'd me to acquaint you with it. 


She proposes to take into our little school 
near Thorndon Essex, him whose name is John, aged 
10 years. 


There is only a Misstresss but in regard of 
his religion (which is the main point) I shall do 
my best to instruct him myself and supply every 
other thing as far as lies in the power of your 
most obed? humble serv.
